He will never talk to 
the young men again of the days 
when the Indians owned this land.

never fire 
their 
hearts 
with hate. 
Old 
Posey 
is 
dead. 
The white men killed him.” 
Later Marshal "Ward, accompan­ 
ied by some of 
the 
younger 
In­ 
dians who had been with Posey 
when he made his last stand, was 
led to a little cave at the rim of 
the canyon. 
There lay Old Chief 
Posey in full war regalia. 
They buried, the body and at the 
Indians’ request 
the 
location 
of 
the grave is to he kept secret. 
No one really knows the full his­ 
tory of the old man. 
The earliest 
settlers knew and feared him but 
stories of his extreme cruelty have 
been denied by persons 
in 
Salt 
I^ake who were 
acquainted 
with 
the chief. 
Re se nte d U. S. Action 
He was always war 
like. 
Like 
many others of his tribe he resent­ 
ed the fact that other tribes had 
been given much 
attention 
from 
the government in land allotments 
and 
supplies, 
while 
the 
Piutes 
were driven back to a part of the 
country they did not 
call 
home. 
The 
region about Blanding was 
the real home of the tribe, accord­ 
ing to the Indians. 
The death of 
Old 
Posey 
ends 
what Is regarded as the 
last In­ 
dian war in 
the 
United 
States. 
The trouble started when Bishop’s 
Boy and Sunup’s Boy were arrest­ 
ed and found guilty of robbing a 
sheep camp. Old Posey surrounded 
the town of 
Blanding 
with 
his 
warriors, rescued the two youths, 
and vowing vengeance, took to the 
hills. 
White Posse Victorious 
Posses of citizens and ranchers 
were organized and war declared 
upon the Piutes. Bishop’s Boy and 
another Indian were killed in the 
battles which followed. 
At length 
the W hites were 
victorious 
and 
many members of the tribe 
were 
rounded up and placed in a stock­ 
ade a t Blanding. 
The fighting was 
in some of the 
most 
picturesque 
country in the west. 
Old Posey was believed to have 
made good 
his 
escape 
into the 
mountains. Government represent­

dou ris is 88 years old, and al­ 
thou gh born in Ionian isles, has 
long been a natu ralized American. 
Tall, erect, with flashing eyes 
« nd wearing a high fez and broad 
white beard, Cou ndou ris is one of 
the most pictu resqu e figu res in 
London. He was the leader of a 
small grou p of N ear Eastern mer­ 
chants who in 1858 introdu ced ci­ 
garettes in London, and later ex­ 
tensively in the United States. 
Formerly in possession of large 
tobacco interests in the near East 
Cou ndou ris has gotten into finan­ 
cial difficu lties and has been de­ 
clared u nable to m eet his obliga­ 
tions.

appeared, and bootleggers are u p 
against it. Stopping the su pply is 
the way to dampen the bootleg 
ardor. Being u nable 
replenish 
their stock has sadly ‘crimped’ the 
schem es of these nefariou s traf­ 
fickers.” 
In reference to allegations of in­ 
creases in crim e Director 
R u tter 
said: 
“In proportion 
to

Must Use Care 
It will b e fou nd that the hen 
alwaya prefers the grain to the 
mash, the former b eing more pa­ 
latab le, and 
more easily eaten 
than the latter, and if care is not 
u sed, and too mu ch grain fed, she 
will gorge herself thereon to the 
exclu sion of the mash, with a 
corresponding falling off in egg 
produ ction. 
The ob ject of the commercial 
pou ltryman shou ld b e at all times 
to indu ce a maximu m consu mp­ 
tion of mash, with only enou gh 
grain tci maintain b ody requ ire­ 
ments, and with this end in view 
the grain shou ld b e u sed as a 
b alance wheel, and the su pply 
thereof increased 
or decreased, 
according to the speed with which 
the mash is eaten u p, so that the 
year’s total shall show a 50-50 
consu mption of each. 
In feeding, of cou rse it is al­ 
ways important to see to it that 
the feed is clean, fresh, and of 
good qu ality, and if a commercial 
mash Is fed, close tab mu st b e 
kept on the ingredients to see 
that proper egg making elements 
are going to the hens. 
The mash formu la we u se on 
ou r ranch, and which is one of 
those recommended b y the Uni­ 
versity of California, contains the 
following: 
26 per cent b ran, 25 per cent 
shorts, 25 per cent feed meal, 
(or finely grou nd b arley), 15 per 
cent meat scrap, IO per cent soy 
b ean or linseed meal. 
To this add 5 pou nds fine char 
coal, and 1-2 pou nd sifted salt 
for every IOO pou nds of mash.

Now that the county ’s fly ing dry 
squadron, under the leadership of 
Sheriff Sam Jem lgan and Investi­ 
gator O. K. Carr, has made nearly 
a hundred arrests In raids within 
the past few weeks, the district at­ 
torney 's staff Is brushing up on the 
law In anticipation of prosecutions 
which must follow when defendants 
plead their Innocence, it was stated 
today . 
The passage of the Wright act, 
which empowered local authorities 
to prosecute under the Volstead act, 
brought about several changes in 
the manner of prosecution, accord­ 
ing to Deputy District Attorney D. 
G. Wettlin, who has been study ing 
the matter. 
For one thing, the old county 
prohibition law, under which count­ 
less cases have been prosecuted, Is 
virtually invalid, a supreme court 
decision received here Indicated. 
For Instance, under the county 
act, a justice could subject a per­ 
son convicted of certain liquor vio­ 
lations to a fine and at least 180 
day s In jail for a first offense. 
Provisions Told. 
The Wright act provides for no 
jail sentence for a first offense, 
making the maximum fine $500. 
In an appealed case, on habeas 
corpus writ of Arthur Mingo, in 
King county , the m atter was decid­ 
ed in the supreme court. 
The King county courts had sen­ 
tenced Mingo to serve 90 day s, In 
addition to pay ing a fine of $500, 
all of which was provided for In 
the King county liquor ordinance. 
The court held, however, that 
where the county ordinance pun­ 
ishment is In ex cess of that pro­ 
vided In the Wright act, the coun­ 
ty law Is invalid and unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The Orange county ordinance 
provides for a 90-day sentence, hut 
this could not be imposed for a first, 
offense, according to the decision 
which Wettlin quoted. 
Impose Heavy Fines. 
The lower courts here, however, 
succeed In imposing jail sentences 
on convicted bootleggers, by faming 
them up to $500, and lf they are 
unable to pay the 
fine, 
ordering 
them committed to Jail at the rate 
of y 2 a day until the fine Is paid 
for a time not to ex ceed 180 day s, 
the maximum sentence In the Juris­ 
diction of a Justice. 
Several who have been convicted, 
have been jailed In this way . 
A recent supreme court decision 
declared that this method of pun­ 
ishment was legal, although the 
appellant had declared that a fine 
was a debt, and that a defendant 
could not be Imprisoned for a debt. 
At any rate, the cases pending 
here will be prosecuted under the 
Wright act, with utmost vigor. 
"The district attorney ’s office Is 
supporting the officers In their ef­ 
fort to wipe out bootlegging and 
blind pigs In Orange county ," Dis­ 
trict Attorney A. P. Nelson stated 
today .
